Gray Questions Red Official 
Russians Still Talk About Burying America

MOSCOW - Delayed - This 
editor from the provinces was 
rather well reassured today that 
the Communist party line about 
burying America remains a lively 
one. 
This spicy tidbit of encourage­ 
ment came during a couple of 
revealing conferences of a group 
of American editors with a few 
high-echelon Soviet Union citizens. 
The first was with M. Romanov- 
sky. chairman of the Soviet gov­ 
ernment’s Committee for Cultural 
Exchange with foreign countries. 


The second was a two-hour ses­ 
sion with two policy-makiai edi­ 
tors of Pravda, official mouth­ 
piece of the Communist party and, 
of course, of. the Soviet govern­ 
ment. 


Romanovsky tangs pretty high 
on the Central Committee totem 
pole. 


The idee of a gahff* with h’f" 
was to got a fair viewpoint of tho 


Russian approach to cultural ex­ 
change. I never got it. 


The chairman opened the con­ 
ference with a pretty speech start­ 
ing Uke this: 


"Our 
principle 
(the 
govern­ 
ment) is the principle of peace­ 
ful coexistence between coun­ 
tries and we think that the 
development of cultural and scien­ 
tific relations wiU influence this." 
Then he related some facts and 
there is no cause to dispute them. 
They’re Uke this: 


I. Up to the start of World War 
ll only one Soviet lecturer and 
three scientists had visited the 
U. S. Up to IMO, about six 
scientists and IO sports figures 
had bean guests of America. 
I. Since the adoption of the 
Cultural Agreement in IMI, some 
SOO Soviet delegations comprising 
4,060 people have visited the U.S.
